2. Claims 1-25 have been allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 24 and 25 (Renumbered 1 and 2), patentability resides, at least in 
part, in the combination of: A fluid-jet cutting system, including a tiltable fluid-jet cutting 
head responding to a tilt parameter, a computer, computer-executable instruction for 
automatically controlling a tilt of the cutting head, segmenting the overall geometry into 
small straight lines of equal length, receiving a speed for each of the small straight lines, 
wherein at least two lines are associated with different speed, automatically determining 
a tilt parameter for each line in accordance with the speed, automatically controlling the 
motion of the cutting head in accordance with determined tilt parameter to cut the 
material to produce the target piece, in further combination with the other limitations of 
the claims. 
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As to claims 1-19 (Renumbered 3-21), patentability resides, in a method using a 
computer for a fluid-jet cutting system. 

As to claims 20-23 (Renumbered 22-25), patentability resides, in a computer- 
readable medium of a method for a fluid-jet cutting system.
